PRICES ARE BETTER 
AT REOPENING OF 
TOBACUMARKETS 

Improvement Is Seea In Friee of To. 
baeco AltMnih Growers An 
Ret gattifled Wltk 
Firnres. 

There was uiiollier large crowd of 
tobacco growers in the city this morn- 
ing to attend the re-openlng sales on 
the Maysvllle loouc leaf tobacco mar- 
ket Orowers throughout this section 
were rery anxious to see how the buy- 
ers would take held and what would 
be offered for the weed after the little 
flurry of the past several days. 

Agreeably surprised at the prices 
offered at the starting of the market, 
the growers wore iKJt yet pleased or 
satisfied but tliere was no indication 
that any grower had any desire for 
the market to be stopped. 

The buyers started after the better 
grades on the floors of the Peoples 
and liberty houses at the opening as 
It they were anxloua for them but 
when a basket of low grade weed was 
struck, the factory buyera would stop 
bidding and house men or speculators 
would take up the bidding and the 
basket would he "knocked off" by the 
auctioneer at a very low i)rice. .Xot a 
factory buyer seemed to take any in- 
terest whatever in Ihi' low grade.'^, re- 
flecting the slaleinenl of the represen- 
tatives of their linns at Lexington 
last week that they did not want the 
low grades of this crop at any price 

Certainly after seeing that the fac- 
tory buyers are not taking the low 
grades even at the very low prices for 
which they are going, la enough to 
convince any grower that is is useless 
to endeavor to market the tall end of 
his crop. 

Good loliacio lirought fair prices 
and there were many crops wliicli av- 
eraged over tliirty dollars a hundred. 
IjOw grades went from iwenty-flvc 
cents to three dollars a hundred 
pounds. 

The high price at the Uberty ware- 
house for the morning sale was 154 
per hundred while the low price was 
60 cents per hundred pounds or one- 
half cent per pound. At the Peoples' 
warehouse prices were Just about the 
same. The first three crops sold were 
as follows: 

Swcarlngen and Adama averaged ?fi 
cents net. 

C. S. Swearlngen and Adams, aver- 
aged 2!tVj cents net. 

Hamer and Mulllkin averaged. 32 
cents net. 

The same llns-up of buyers as ap- 
peared at the opening salea were on 
the floors this morning. The bulk of 
the tobacco sold this morning was 
purchased by Liggett & Meyers and 
the n. J. Reynolds Tobacco Company. 
These two firms hid rather spiritedly 
against each other for tlie bettor 
grades offered. Kroin the Liberty and 
Peoples liduses the buyers went -to 
the Orowers and Central. 

There was much dissatisfaction 
among the growers expressed on tlie 
market in the price being charged this 
season by the warehousemen for the 
sale of tobacco. Bltorts have been 
made to have the warehousemen re- 
duce this sale charge but they contend 

that they are unable to dO SO and op- 
erate without a loss.

imbliuuii rubliclty Aa»uclutiun. "TbuBO uturlealH uiiuit;uiiiiitie tu Auericun 
Induitry are of two different kinds: first we have the American ImportefH 
ut foreign goods who dosirv to secure their commodities at the lowest possi- 
ble price; and reap tliu largest poitslblo profit by the sale of those goods to 
the American consumer. Second wo have American financiers who have 
made large Investments abroad and who desire to make collection of their 
credits more easy by the shifting of the balance of trade morp favorable to 
foreign countrius. 

"During the European war American mauuraciurt-rs, particularly of 
war materials, made extensive sales to the Allies. These sales were made at 
war-time prici's and larKt'ly on criMlit '['lu' crcdiis were carried largely hy 
the tankerti — bankem of tlie ciag.s usually desiguatod as international hank- 
ers. These international bankers are finding difficulty In collecting money 

due them becausi' the l)alaiiru of trado has biHMi runniii;; so licavlly against 
European coimtrics. The debtor wishct to defer puyiiiviii until the rate of 
exchange can he brought to a more normal ratio, and this can be accomplish- 
ed only by nii adjuntment of foreign trade more favorable to European coun- 
tries. Larger exports to America and smaller Imports from America are 
desired by European countries in order that they may pay their debts with 
goods rather than with money. 

"It will readily be observed that the Interest of the international banker 

Is practically identical willi lluil of tlic l';urpnr(]ii prodiiLTr. lUil il will also 
be readily apparent tliat the iutercstx of the Aiiicricau producer are adverse 
to those of the European producer. Every yard of cloth manufactured in 
Euroi)e and sold In Ainoricn iiumms niu- >ard less of i lolli luaiiiifaoturcd In 
American mills by the eniiiluynienl of Aiiierican labor and the use of Amer- 
ican capital. Eivery foreign commodity of any character sold in America 
liicans the di.sphicfnu'nt in our markets of a similar quantity, of the same 
commodity produced in the I'nited Slates. 

"Manifestly the United States can not go on Indefinitely selling to other 
countries more than It buys from them In goods or lu services. There muft 
sometime be u balauciUK of accounts, nocognizing this, no one asks that 
there shall be u bar vaiicd against the sale of foreign coiiimodltie.s in the 
United States. Tbo most ardent protectionist does not demand the enactment 
of a prohibitive tariff law, but there has always been a demand among Re- 
publicans, and In recent months aniont; lii'ino(:rai< a^ well, for the enactment 
of a tariff whose schedules shall be bused upon the principle of the Imposition 
of an import duty which shall equal the difference In cost of production here 
anQ in foreign countries. We arc willitin that Kiiropenn and .\siailc coun- 
tries shall ship us some guuds. We are not willing that they shall send 
them at prices with which the American producer can not compete. 

"American protectionists have no war to make upon the international 
banker who has financed sales to Kurnpean countries. It is desired that he 
shall collect every dollar that is duo him. But on the other hand, the Amer- 
ican people w.ll ctrcnuously oppose the continuance of an economic situa- 
tion which permits u foreigner to market his products In the United States 
at prices which are ruinous to the American competing producer. While the 
International banker is solicitous for the welfare of the foreign producer, the 
American banker, who has financed American industtfiSs, is also anxious 
that nothing shall be done iiiai will iir{n»; ruin to American factories and con- 
sequent unemployment to American labor."

Readjustment activities In the South 
have, with the opening of the new 
year, assumed an accelerated pace fol- 
lowing tbe expansion of building and 
manufacturing operations which 
started recently. From many sections 
reports to the Manufacturers Recond 
would indicate a broad revival of ord- 
inary activities during the early 
month, of 1921. Oradually. It would 
seem, a spirit of optlslsm and confi- 
dence is being established. Many 
large new plants are being completed 
and placed in operation .thereby glv- 
in gemployrsent to hundreds of per- 
sons, an d plans for Improvements by 
municipalities, the various states and 
the industrial concerns will result in 
the expenditure of millions of dollars 
and give employment to additional 
thousands Inst as soon as actual work 
gets under way. Chambers of com- 
merce, oivle Improvement bodies and 
business-houses are making rapid 
progress In promoting buying and 
building through wisely planned ad- 
vertising campaign and the organiza- 
tion of associations of plant employees 
with a view of killing pessimlBm. 

Rc'pnrts from various Southern cit- 
ies indicate that the building activities 
aOs a whole during 1920 far exceded 
those of the previous year, despite the 
slump that occurred during the last 
three months of the year. Taking as 
examplem, Baltimore building permits 
for 1920 eaoeeded In value those of 
the previous year by more than $10.- 
000,000; Richmond permits for the 
year represent expenditures of nearly 
$7,000,000; Charleston, W. Va., per- 
mits amounted to about $2,000,000 and 
exceede<l those of 1910, and while the 
tottal of money involved in Fort 
Worth hiiilding operations for the 
year, representing Investment of $10.- 
.'iOO.OOO, was less than in 1919, the 
number of permits issued was far in 
excess and the development was wide- 
spread.
